Drug evidence is not to be destroyed prior to 
indictment . (exception for bulk destruction). Following a 
determination by the U.S. Attorney that seized controlled 
substances need no longer be retained for evidence, the drugs may 
be destroyed.

west coasts, foreign countries, and literally throughout the 
United States, all followers of the religious precepts of the 
MAHARISHI, many attended the college, and an equal number have 
taken up residence in the city. For the most part, followers of 
the MAHARISHI are peaceful people, practicing their meditation in 
the morning and in the afternoon from 2:00 until 3:00 p.m. Two 
large golden domes have been built on the campus, one for men, the 
other for women, and virtually every follower of the MAHARISHI in 
town goes to one of their domes during the day to practice 
transcendental meditation. Some believe that in their meditating 
state, they can and do achieve a state of "levitation". No one 
other than believers in the MAHARISHI have been allowed in the 
domes , consequently whether or not levitation occurs has yet to be 
proven . 


Into this community have come a wide range of 
individuals from throughout the country and the world. Doctors, 
lawyers, MBA's, and other well educated business people have 
settled in Fairfield, some forming their own businesses. On the 
other side of the coin, a number of people seeking to deal with 
their drug habits in a more positive means have also come to the 
community. Since the MAHARISHI is a "guru" some of the natives of 
the town jokingly refer to the followers as "roos." However, 
there has been little, if any, friction between the native element 
and followers of the MAHARISHI over the years. Within the past 
several years, several members of the "roo" community have been 
elected to responsible positions in town on the city government. 

Given this brief thumbnail sketch of Fairfield, 
Kansas City can see that it is anything but the "typical Iowa farm 
town." It is a diversified community in terms of the people it 
attracts, literally a "melting pot" of highly educated individuals 
with extremely diverse views. 


On May 4, 1989, RANDY COOKSEY, Chief of Police, 
Fairfield, Iowa, a member of the police force for 12 years, was 
contacted concerning letters sent by the "PROGRESSIVE LABOR PARTY" 
and COOKSEY stated he had heard of the party before. On 3/16/89. 
COOKSEY stated he received a telephone call from Officer 


of the Washington, D.C. Capitol Police concerning the PROGRESSIVE 
LABOR PARTY (PLP). In this conversation, COOKSEY learned that the 
Washington Capitol Police were holding a subject for protective' 
custody and attempting to hide his identity.

COOKSEY was shown two letters written by an 
individual supposedly connected with the PLP, read the letters, 
and stated he had no idea who in town may have authored the- 
letters. COOKSEY stated he felt the individuals who wrote the 
letters were probably connected with the MAHARISHI Campus in some 
way, noting that there are "plenty of odd ideas on campus and 
around town . " 


COOKSEY was provided with a copy of the letters 
sent by the PLP, and stated he would show them to all of his 
officers, in addition to' officers on the sheriff's department.

Generally, the calls were short in duration and 
typically demanded the United States Government discontinue its 
political and military activities in El Salvador. 

While the calls to the Kansas City FBI office continued 
randomly, a series of letters were received in April of 1989.

1. Undated, "FBI suck dick, FBI kiss one ass hole ..." 
Same theme continues for one page. 

2. April 6, 1989, specific threat to kill Senator 
Helms of North Carolina by PLP of Chicago and proposed method of 
how killing will be accomplished. 

3. April 10, 1989, threat to kill Jean Claude 
(Baby Doc) Duvalier. 

4. April 13, 1989, threat to bomb Adams Mark Hotel in 
Saint Louis to protest the invasion of Grenada. 

The investigation centered on the southeast Iowa town 
of Fairfield when it was determined the phone calls had been 
placed from two telephone booths in Fairfield.
